Eisenhower set up so many conv 
missions to study and find answers 
tor the problems facing him that 
Critics jokingly called It "govern- 
ment by commission."

Last January a 17-man commls- 


iion — headed by Clarence Ran- 
dall, steel manufacturer — wound 
Jp a six-month ytudy by making a 
list of recommendations on foreign 
econtmic policy. 


Elsenhower had taken office nt 


a time when it was clear 
this 


country was going to have 
to cut 


down on the amount of the aid it 
was shoveling out to other coun- 
tries. Yet, once the aid was 
shut 


off. 
they'd have to fill the 
gap 


somehow to survive, and one of 
the ways was in more trade with 
this country. The Randall commis- 
sion was set up to look for an- 
swers. 


The perfect commission would, 


be one in which all the members 
approached their problem with an 
open mind and wound up with an 
answer so obvious that all tlie 
members were in complete- agree- 
ment. 


The Randall commission didn't 


come close to the ideal group. In- 
dividual members had strong,, per- 
haps lifelong, opinions on foreign 
trade which 
apparently 
didn't 


change. 


Among other things, the com- 


mission 
majority 
recommended 


that the reciprocal trade 
program 


be extended 
for 
.another 
three 


years and some tariffs on foreign 
imports be lowered sharply 
over 


that period. 


Under the Reciprocal Trade Act 


the President can lower tariffs on 
certain foreign goods corning her.o 
if a foreign country lowers 
its 


tariffs ; on 
certain 
American 


goods sent there. 


Two of Eisenhower's 
own

publicans on the .Randall commis-
